Montreal, June 1.—If the new 
reductions on imported automo- 
bile parts proposed in the Cana- 
dian Parliament as an amend- 
ment to the recent automobile 
tariff cut becomes a reality, con- 
ditions in the industry in Canada 
should be even better than they 
were before the cut, according to 
D. R. Grossman, sales manager 
of the Studebaker Corporation of 
Walkerville, Ontario. 

Mr. Grossman, in an interview 
with the Automotive Daily News, 
said the changes in the tariff law, 
as suggested in Parliament, were 
as yet very vague. However, he 
said, newspaper dispatches had in- 
dicated that the duty on certain 
imported parts would be reduced 
or eliminated entirely and duty on 
other parts, not necessary to im- 
port, would be raised. This, Mr. 
Grossman said, would undoubtedly 
remedy what harm had been done 
the Canadian industry by the Robb 
budget and should make conditions 
better than they have ever been 
before. 

The suggested changes, according 
to Mr. Grossman, would even allow 
a reduction of price on automobiles, 
thereby increasing sales and pro- 
duction. 

“We regard the Robb tariff on 
complete automobiles as a perma- 
nent law. We have not been seek< 
ing to have it changed, because we 
have failed to see its harmful ef- 
fect on the Canadian industry,” Mr. 
Grossman said. “We did not locate 
our plant in Canada to hide behind 
the high tariff. But the tariff 
on parts presents an entirely dif- 
ferent question. The parts side of 
the tariff has always been the 
bone of contention, It has given us 
the trouble. Since the installation 
of the Robb Tariff sales have 


dropped approximately 20 per ee 


Of course, production has been gov-— 
erned by sales. But if the tariff on 

those parts necessary to import can 

be lowered or eliminated entirely 

and the duty on other parts which ~ 
we can manufacture ovér at De- 

troit can be raised, our trouble 

is over, in my opinion.” 

Mr. Grossman stipulated that 
this opinion was based upon his 
idea of the proposed changes as 
formed from such meager reports 
as he had seen. 

Wallace R. Campbell, vice-pres- 
ident and general manager of the 
Ford Motor Company of Canada, 
said the changes were entirely too 
vague and indefinite to venture an 
opinion at this time. He said he 
might make a statement the first 
of next week, after he had time 
to find out just what is going to 
be done.

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| ‘The Rubber Bogie Again 


S it promised, the British government has announced a 
revision of rubber shipments under the Stephenson 

act, contingent with market conditions during the quarter 
beginning May 1. As the Stephenson restriction act was 
originally interpreted, its object was to keep the price of 
crude rubber above thirty cents. The present announce- 
ment informs us that restrictions will again be put in force 
if the price goes below forty-two cents per pound. 

This means in all probability that we in America will be 
called upon to conserve rubber for some time to come. By 
simply reasonable use of our tires we can stretch the rubber 
supply 25 per cent. on a conservative estimate. This will not 
be a hardship, it will simply mean taking proper care of 
tires and tubes. In the end it will teach us a wholesome 
lesson, and one that has been needed. 

This fresh application of the restriction act will also, 
undoubtedly, stimulate efforts to develop rubber culture under 
or near the American flag. It will boom present experiments 
to make Mexico a rubber producing country. It will stim- 
ulate interest in rubber growing in the Philippines, a country 
ideally adapted for rubber production. 

It is also highly probable that there will be greater use 
made of reclaimed rubber than has been the case in the past. 
The Rubber Association of America estimates that we shall 
increase our use of the reclaimed product 45 per cent. dur- 
ing the year 1926. 

There is a very definite hope for the future in what the 
chemists will be able to do for us in improving reclaiming 
processes. Obviously, if the chemist can evolve a method of 
reclaiming rubber that will produce a product practically as 
good as the original, our rubber problem will be solved. 
There have been vast improvements along these lines dur- 
ing the past few years, and the immediate future is likely to 
see far greater steps forward. 


Industrial Flexibility 


NE of the surest marks of a well organized and firmly 

grounded industry is flexibility of production. By that 
we mean theahility to graduate production to the condition 
of the market as it develops. 

Colonel Leonard Ayres of Cleveland, the well known 
industrial analyst, recently paid the automotive industry the 
compliment of recognizing its flexibility in production. 
Colonel Ayres does not believe that business conditions are 
going to continue on a boom basis during all of the present 
year. He thinks that some industries are likely to be 
adversely affected by curtailment in buying during portions 
of the year. He specifically mentioned the automotive 
industry as having proved its ability to regulate production 
in accordance with the demand. 

This flexibility in production is not only a fortunate 
condition for the manufacturing end of the business, but it 
is doubly so for the dealer. If it did not exist, it would mean 
that when a weak buying market developed, the factories 
would continue to grind out cars and overload the dealer. 
In other words, the dealer would be left to hold the bag. The| 
automobile dealer of the present era is exceedingly fortunate | 
that his industry is not going to place him in any such | 
position.

An order has deen signed by 
Judge Gunnar H. Nordbye at the 
request of the Great Western Rail- 
road and the Jefferson Highway

The steam carrier resisted the 
application of the Jefferson at 
hearings before the state commis- 
sion, contending that the rail 
service was adequate. The bus 
company showed that its two 
lines were the heaviest traveled 
bus routes in the state and wit- 
nesses from towns along the 
route testified as to the conven- 
ience and necessity of the bus 
lines, 

All bus and truck operating 
companies in Minnesota are con- 
cerned in the test, for if a decision 
is favorable to the steam carrier 
it would mean that bus companies

Judicial interpretation is expect-

the 1925 bus control act which re+ 
quire that the state railroad and 
warehouse commission, in grant-

“Give reasonable consideration 
to the transportation being fur- 
nished by any railroad. 

“Give due consideration to the 
effect which such proposed 
transportation service may have 
upon other forms of transporta- 
tion service which are essential 
and indispensable to the com- 
munities to be affected by such 
proposed transportation service.”

gers, it was asserted at the mect- 
ing of the Public Service Com- 
mission for 


nineteen autobus permits were 
taken under consideration. 

The operators, who had their 
applications tabled, asked the Pub- 
lic Service Commission to ask the 
lieutenant-governor-in - council to 
increase the speed limit to sixteen 
miles per hour in villages and 
twenty-five miles an hour else- 
where, as this was the only method, 
according to their contention, by 
which they could compete with 
other transportation companies, 

It .was stated to the correspon- 
dent, however, that the Roads De- 
partment would decisively object 
to the speed limit being increased 
for autobuses, as the weight of 
the vehicles and the passengers 
would up the of the 
province. 

None of the applications before 
the body was granted, for it was 
stated that the commission, before 
granting any more permits, will 
have to establish what rates to be 
charged per mile to operators of 
autobuses, and also what guaran- 
tees they would exact from oper- 
ators of these vehicles the pro- 
tection of passengers and the gen- 
eral public on the routes they 
travel. 

The guarantee, it was stated, will 
likely be in the nature of an acci- 
dent insurance, which would meet 
with the approval of the commis- 
sion. 

The rates that will be charged by 
the commission per mile will be 
uniform throughout the province, 
with special modifications in some 
cases, and a decision is likely in 
this respect within a few days. 

A number of applications for 
autobus permits will be heard by 
the commission in Montreal on 
June 8, while there are several 
to be heard in Rimouski tomorrow.

Demand by BodyBuild- 
ers Shows Slack- 
ening 


Atlanta, Ge., June 1 (U. T. P. 
8.).—While the total volume of 
new hardwood business that is 
being booked by the wholesale 
lumber dealers in this and other 
southeastern markets, and by the 
milis throughout this _ section, 
with the automobile, body and 
implement makers has shown 
quite a steady decline during the 
past two or three weeks, the rea- 
son for this is said to be the dis- 
inelination of the larger buyers 
to place any orders for their fu- 
ture requirements. 

Practically all of the new busi- 
ness that is coming is for near fu- 
ture needs only, it is reported. 
This business in itself is about as 
large as it was a month or So ago, 
however, so the lumber trades in 
this section do not believe that the 
present lull is likely to last for any 
time. 

To some extent the tendency of 
the body and the implement trades 
to purchase for immediate needs 
only may be due to the fact that 
they are expecting hardwood prices 
to show a decline, but it is gener- 
ally thought that the main reason 
is their uncertainty over the near 
future outlook in the automotive 
field, and their desire not to over- 
produce or to have too much raw 
material on hand, 

The inquiry from the trade is 
about equally as good as it was a 
month or six weeks ago when this 
trade was unusually active, and this 
would appear to indicate that ths 
summer outlook promises further 
active buying. 

The primary demand is for thick- 
er dimensions of white ash in the 
first and second, or best, grade, and 
for No. 1 common and select white 
ash in thicker sizes. First and 
second maple is second best in de- 
mand, while elm is moving on a 
fairly good basis. The price situa- 
tien is the same, no changes having 
been noted here since the first of 
the year, except in maple, the best 
grade of which is about $1 less 
than was quoted six or seven weeks 
ago.

This is the statement of C. C. 
Hanch, general manager of the Na- 
tional Association of Finance Com- 
panies, in a bulletin just 
all automobile finance companies, 
bankers, déeajers and manufactur-

| Mr. Hanch’s bulletin follows:— 
| “Recent complaint has _ been 


!made by some automobile dealers 
about to dump a quantity of re- 
' possessed cars into the dealers’ 
| territory, including cars repossessed 
j in parts of the country other than 
; that of the dealers. Dealers claim, 
| with considerable show of reason, 
| that it is an injustice to the deal- 
, ers in any given locality for finance 
;}companies to bring into that lo- 
| cality cars repossessed in other 
arts of the country. 


“Dealers are not without fault in 


2 |this situation, and they should co- 


% | operate with finance companies in 
| preventing such situations in the 
'future. It has been proved that 
small down payments and long 
{time maturity of deferred payments 
are the biggest source of reposses- 
sions. In fact small down payments 
and long time may be termed the 
father and mother of repossessed 
cars. It is obvious that dealers 
icontribute to excessive repossessions 
whenever they induce finance com- 
|panies to handle automobile paper 
| based upon unsound credit terms. 
| “Regardless of whether the 
| dealer indorses the paper with re- 
| course or without recourse, he can- 
| not escape the consequences of the 
improvident act. If the dealer has 
guaranteed the paper, he becomes 
directly responsible for disposing 
of the repossessed cars, and if the 
dealer has not guaranteed the 
paper, he must submit to having 
his established used car market 
‘congested by the efforts of the 
finance company to dispose of its 
; repossessed cars. Of course, 
;} finance company must, in some 
| manner, dispose of the repossessed 
| cars. 
“The only cure is co-operation 
; between the dealer 
company to present 
sales of automobiles 
credit terms. Repossession 
will not be excessive and finance 
companies will not be compelled to 
extend themselves in disposing of 
repossessed cars. Then dealers 
with entire propriety can insist that 
finance companies do nothing un- 
necessarily to hamper the dealer 
in his regular business. The deal- 
ers also consistently may ask 
finance companies not to advertise 
the repossessed cars as such. 
“In this connection dealers 
lieve that advertising such cars as 


repossessed cars does not appre- 
ciably .aid in selling them. Other 
original and attractive advertis- 
ing can be devised which will be 
equally effective, if not more so. It 
is not doing the automobile selling 
or financing business any good to 
foster the idea among local buyers 
that there is an exorbitant number 
of repossessed cars on hand whicr 
may be bought at ridiculously low 
prices, 

“Whenever repossessed cars are 
offered in competition with dealers’ 
stock, the used car market suffers 
Whenever the used car market suf- 
fers, the new car market neces- 
sarily suffers, for the reason that 
eighty used cars must be traded in 
for every 100 new cars that are 
sold. In order to dispose of the 
eighty used cars, the dealer 
trade in at least twenty other used 
cars, making not less than 100 use? 
ears which the dealer must dispose 
of-for every 100 new cars sold. 

“The used car market is the 
goose that laid the golden eggs 
for automobile manufacturers. [It 
is also the tree that has borne 
lemons for dealers. This is how 
it works:— 

1. Small down poyments and

9. Complaints against auto 
manufacturers cause investiga- 
tion, jacking up of dealers, diver- 
sion or rerouting of shipments, 
revision of production or shipping 
schedules, cancellation or modi- 
fication of orders to vendors for 
material and supplies, and gen- 
erally a feeling of uneasiness 
which in the final analysis the 
dealer must face.

STEEL OUTPUT 
80% CAPACITY 


Automobile Buying of 
Primary Beginning 
To Taper 


Pittsburgh, June 1.—The steel 
industry is entering the month 
of June with an average produc- 
tion about 80 per cent of capa- 
city. Independents are on a 75 
per cent. basis and the corpora- 
tion units between 80 and 85 per 
cent. capacity, with the Home- 
Stead Steel Works and the Du- 
quesne plant of the Carnegie 
Steel Company operating at near 
capacity and turning out a ton- 
| nage record from week to week. 
'

Automobile buying of primary 
steels is beginning to taper, as 
manufacturers are commencing in 
a moderate way to curtail produc- 
| tion. Spring business from the 
|motor industry was disappointing 
to makers of steel, and adverse 
|} weather conditions over a large 
part of the country are directly 
blamed for this irregularity. 

However, producers of purely 


| automobile steels are able to main- 


tain production around the 80 per 
cent. mark. The sheet industry is 
operating at 75 per cent., though 
schedules indicate a higher numer- 
ical percentage. All mills sched- 
uled do not operate, though, 
throughout the week, and tonnage 
| production therefore is relatively 
less than the figures for the sched- 
ules would indicate. 

Merchant iron is being bought in 
a liberal way by some of the auto- 
mobile interests in Michigan, and 
several stacks in the Mahoning 
Valley are contributing to their 
;Supplies. The Valley furnaces are 
| able to meet competition of stacks 
closer to the points of consumption 
by naming a lower delivered price. 

It is generally regarded here that 
while the automobile buying of 
steel will constitute an important 
factor in the general market, it 
will be marked by some irregular- 
ity, and consequent flucuations in 
production rates. 

So far, prices of automobile 
sheets remain firm at 4.30 cents 
per pound, but the pressure which 
| has carried other grades to lower

Ford Puts Steel 
Mill to Rolling 


Detroit, June 1.—Another step 
toward entire control of the manu- 
facture of its own steel was com- 
pleted by the Ford Motor Company 
when a blooming mill, capable. of 
rolling more tonnage than any other 
in the world, was placed in opera- 
tion recently at the steel mill of 
the Fordson plant. 

Using 1,500-pound billets, the 
blooming mill can roll 100,000 tons 
a month, and is designed so that 
two more stands of 42-inch rolls 
may be added if the ingot size is 
changed to 3,000 pounds. There is 
also space to install a reversing 
blooming mill, should the size be 
increased to 6,000 pounds. 

The blooming mill transforms the 
ingots produced in the open hearth 
into billets of a suitable size for 
rolling in the 14-inch merchant 
mill, the 18-inch combination billet 
and sheet mill, the 12-inch spring 
mill, or the 10-inch combination 
rod mill. The merchant mill has 
been in operation since the latter 
part of last year, and the other 
units mentioned are in process of 
construction.
